It would, indeed; be the height of 
foolishness to close our eyes to the 
self-evident .fact- that such unrest is 
prevalent in many quarters, “Rather, | 
it is the. part of wisdom to squarely

-to an enormous sum from their wages 
‘for the maintenance of a small army. 
of organizers and professional -agita--. 


tors to. direct the affairs, and who, too 
frequently, incite them to unwise ac- 
tion‘and lead them astray. Frequent- 


‘ly, these organizers in their ignorance 


of local conditions insist: on. impos- 
sible demands. and trouble results, In 
an‘even larger number. of instances, 
they are‘not'so much coticerned about 
the local situation, -but are using. it 
nierely as a lever, regardless of the 
true interests of the local. worker, to 
create a situation to their liking which 
they can use as a club in some other 
part of Canada or in another country, 
The best solution of labor unrest in 
Canada, the best. preventative of 
strike troubles which mean. loss for 
all concerned, lies in the-development 
of direct negotiation between an em- 
ployer and his own employees, or 
local :groups of employcrs and: local 
groups of employees, without-the in- 
terference of outsiders, ‘Such action 
would quickly develop a new and bet- 
ter spirit of co-operation and mutual 
good-will. It would mcan a tremend- 
ous ‘saving of moncy to the workers, 
andswould give them an independence 
and.a‘ dignity which they have largely 
lost through their reliance upon and
